After a thorough study of all Bids offered by Capt. Trulock, 

Asst Chief, Technical Division, Communication^ Dept., it is 
recommended to award the Bid to Motorola for the following 
reasons: 

1. General Electric Co. and Parkerson Electronics can 
not furnish Transmit and Receive Frequency of 5.0 MHZ 
minimum, while maintaining other important specifi- 
cations. 

a. The General Electric unit is unable to transmit on 
all frequencies, i.e. Fire, Police, Water, Board 
of Works channels, etc. 

b„ The Parkerson unit is able to transmit on the
